Claim 1, line 21 : — , said 0 axis being an axis other than a central, rolling axis about 
which said attaching roller rolls- was inserted after "position". 

Claim 15, line 1: "1 1" was deleted and — 1- was inserted. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 1, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a method for attaching an 
adhesive tape comprising, rolling an attaching roller having an adhesive strength on a non- 
adhesive surface of the adhesive tape so that the tape is transferred to the roller and rolling the 
roller on a surface of a curved glass panel so that the tape is transferred to the panel, wherein the 
roller is rolled onto a slanted upper or a slanted lower surface of the panel to transfer the 
adhesive tape to the slanted upper or lower surface, said method further comprising moving 
and/or rotating the roller along at least a pair of X, Y, Z, and 0 axes to position and roll the 
roller on a surface of the panel, said 8 axis being an axis other than a central, rolling axis 
about which said roller rolls. 
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JP 6-29332 to Ozawa (applied in previous office action) teaches moving an adhesive 
roller up and down (along Z axis) and rotating the roller about a 0 axis (central, rolling axis about 
which roller rolls) to attach an adhesive label to a disk. Therefore, Ozawa fails to teach and/or 
suggest transferring a label to the slanted upper or lower surface of a curved glass panel by 
moving and/or rotating the roller along at least a pair of X, Y, Z, and 6 axes to position and roll 
the roller, with the 9 axis being an axis other than a central, rolling axis about which the roller 
rolls.
